Cardinal Gibbons, as senior Bishop 
of the Roman Catholic drureh tn The 
United Stales, wielded a strong Influ¬ 
ence outside as well as within the 
United States. The confidant of 
three Popes, he made several Im¬ 
portant tours of Rome, the last In 
August, 1914, a few days after the 
opening ofBhe war, to elect the suc¬ 
cessor to Plus X. He arrived too 
late, however, to participate in the 
ceremony that elevated Benedict to 
the Pontificate. 

Upon returning to the United 
States he visited President Wilson, 
Informed the latter of affairs in 
Europe and discussed means to bring 
about peace. 

Supperted Allies. ♦ 

Cardinal Gibbons was active in hia 
work for die Allies In the war, and 
In a latter written to the Roman 
Catholics of the archdiocese of New 
York in 1917, when the United States 
entered the conflict, urged the full¬ 
est support of the Government. A 
few months previously ho sent $10,090 
to the American ao mm it lee in Lon¬ 
don for the relief of the Belgians, one 
of the many notable Instances of hts 
benevolence. In a sermon at Balti¬ 
more in 1118, he praised a speech by 
Mr. Uoyd George, and said that Ger¬ 
many’s war aims would fall. 

Henered. 

Celebrating hia fiftieth anniversary 
as Bishop in Baltimore, on October 
21, 191$, an event attended by ecclesi¬ 
astics from all over the world, he re¬ 
ceived among many other gifts the 
decoration of Grand Officer of the 
l*egion of Honor from France. Italy 
also decorated him. A month later he 
Joined with former President Roose¬ 
velt, with whom he had been friends 
for years. In a message of cheer to 
the American Expeditionary Forces. 
On June 20. 1919, he observed his 33rd 
anniversary aa Cardinal-Archbishop 
and the 69th year of hia priesthood. 
Cardinal Mercier, the heroic Primate 
of Belgium, visited him on that oc¬ 
casion. 

The Cardinal's views on political, 
economic and sociological questions 
were frequently sought by news¬ 
papers.

Dr. Michael 8teele. South Perth, 
moved that a special committee of 
the Houae be appointed to investi¬ 
gate the fuel situation He empha-, 
alsed the pravlty of the situation 
and the difficulty In getting a aupply 
for the Winter. Future prfthpects 
were that Canada would require 
more, rather than less coal. Every 
effort therefore should be made to 
conserve the present supply and de- j 
velop new. fuel sources. 

Electrification of steam railways 
gnd the establishment of central | 
heating plants were suggested by | 
Dr. Steele aa means for conserving 
coal. He also advised the adoption 
ef some system for testing coal in 
order to aee that the consumer got 
the grade for which he paid. 

Major Redman, Calgary, seconding 
the resolution, emphasised the Im¬ 
portance of Improving transporta¬ 
tion facilities in qrdsr to get Al¬ 
berta coal to tha East. It would 
compete with the Pennsylvania pro¬ 
duct if brought to Ontario. 

From the Maritime Provinces’ D. 
D. McKenzie, North Cape Breton^ 
declared thAt the supply of coal 
Nova Hcotia waa extremely large, 
and that means should be found for 
bringing it to Ontario. He suggested 
that ships carrying wheat overseas 
might get cargoes of coal In Nova 
Scotia on their return voyages and 
bring them to Montreal for distribu¬ 
tion in Ontario.

HINDU LECTURER 
MESSES MEETING 

India Wants Freedom,, and 
Not Missionaries, Says Dr. 
N, S, Hardiker • 


After repeatedly leading hia audi¬ 
ence to expect that he waa going to 
say something sensational about 
"British Rule In India," Dr. N. S. 
Hardiker. Hindu lecturer, after two 
hours’ discourse lost night in the 
I*ubor Hall, found many of hia hearers 
leaving the hall and yet nothing had 
been charged against the British Em¬ 
pire except that "after the massacre 
fty Genera! Dyer” Jn#m had taken 
the initial eicp4 to become free of 
the British yoke and that mlaxionaries 
sent to India to convert,the heathen 
should look after their own people at 
home. 

The only reference to anything that 
pertained to British rule disclosed 
that the country to-day enjoyed prac¬ 
tically the same institutions aa any 
other country. Constant repetition 
marked the speaker's address. An 
elderly gentl^nan in the front row 
asked occasional questions, and the 
speaker conversed with him In a low 
T voTce, while the audience waited. J 
Another man sat up and asked If he 
might smoke, and being accorded 
that privilege, lit a cigarette and 
settled back in his seat. 

The hall was well filled, a large 
percentage of those attending being 
Hindus, many of whom did not 
understand the speaker’s English, a 
sprinkling of foreigners, including, 
negroes, and Japanese, and the bai-; 
once Apparently Britishers. 

"In every city I apeak in I criticize 
missionaries and gover.wavuu v<* Ut#., 
end. I unr criticising the majority of 
the people, got all," said tha speaker, 
who invited reporters and police in¬ 
vestigators to "taka down every 
^»,ord that 1 say.” 

\ Canadian Cowards. 

"I have seen the n£hoda of your 
people In Canada. They act like 
cowards," said the speaker. wh-> 
claimed that It was only after he 
left a city that the people began to 
criticise his apeqehes, instead of doing 
so to hts face. "They do not have 
the nerve. They went so far as to 
say that General Dyer did not mas¬ 
sacre the people In India. Those 
cowards three days later published it 
In the paper that they heard It at 
my meeting. 

"I am v making these remarks 
especially because Victoria Is the 
capital #f the country that made my 
countryman suffer In the Summer of 
1914. 

"I know that reporters are good 
men and they submit their copy to 
the editor, but whether it is put in 


is another matter,” said the speaker, 
when referring to reports published 
of his addresses. 

He referred to atorles that had been 
circulated about Indians throwing 
their girls Into the Ganges Rivera “If 
this is the case, how could India hava 
315.000,000 people,” 4je aaked. He 
also referred to stories appearing an 
American publication, the Jim Jam 
Jim. which alleged that children were 
thrown Into furnaces. Other stories 
had been circulated to the effect that 
East Indiana are cannibals. 

"To which mother, show ms, a 
baby la not dear. It la all nonsense 
to say these things.”
